In response to Applicant's arguments, the recitation that the reading of the cards 
is "during a game" (See Applicant's response dated 2/06/2007 Page 7, Row 1) has not 
been given patentable weight because the recitation occurs in the preamble. A 
preamble is generally not accorded any patentable weight where it merely recites the 
purpose of a process or the intended use of a structure, and where the body of the 
claim does not depend on the preamble for completeness but, instead, the process 
steps or structural limitations are able to stand alone. See In re Hirao, 535 F.2d 67, 190 
USPQ 15 (CCPA 1976) and Kropa v. Robie, 187 F.2d 150, 152, 88 USPQ 478, 481 
(CCPA1951). 

In response to Applicant's argument that the combination of a of Soltys and 
Purton would be not support obvious based on requiring significant effort for a "trivial 
advantage" (Applicant's response dated 2/06/2007 Page 8), the test for obviousness is 
not whether the features of a secondary reference may be bodily incorporated into the 
structure of the primary reference; nor is it that the claimed invention must be expressly 
suggested in any one or all of the references. Rather, the test is what the combined 
teachings of the references would have suggested to those of ordinary skill in the art. 
See In re Keller, 642 F.2d 413, 208 USPQ 871 (CCPA 1981). 

The Applicant presents, " IT IS NOT OBVIOUS TO GROSSLY ALTER AN 
ENTIRE COMMERICAL SYSTEM TO OBTAIN REDUCED PERFORMANCE AT THE 
COST OF SIGNIFICANT HARDWARE AND SOFTWARE REDESIGN" (Applicant's 
response dated 2/06/2007 Page 9). Respectfully, there is no clear basis in law for such 
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a holding and such a holding does not provide a basis for legal error since it neglects 
the combination advantage of allowing card inspection for tampering. Applicant's 
separate redress of the advantage suggesting that system of Soltys would be fool proof 
for detecting tampering is at the least contradicted by Applicant's later arguments direct 
to perceived flaws of the Soltys system (Applicant's response dated 2/06/2007 Page 
10). 

In response to Applicant's argument that the examiner's conclusion of 
obviousness is based upon improper hindsight reasoning, it must be recognized that 
any judgment on obviousness is in a sense necessarily a reconstruction based upon 
hindsight reasoning. But so long as it takes into account only knowledge which was 
within the level of ordinary skill at the time the claimed invention was made, and does 
not include knowledge gleaned only from the applicant's disclosure, such a 
reconstruction is proper. See In re McLaughlin, 443 F.2d 1392, 170 USPQ 209 (CCPA 
1971). 

The Examiner is limited to the teachings of the prior art and evidence of record to 
establish obviousness and/or Non-Obviousness, if the Applicant intends to maintain that 
the Examiner's combination is deficient based either a destructive teaching or other 
indicia of non-obviousness as suggested throughout the Applicant's remarks dated 
February 6 th , 2007, the Applicant must provided objective evidence of record and if so 
required properly disclose such evidence to the Examiner so that it maybe fairly and 
properly considered. /II
